Lyman H. Davis is at pre.sent 
in the east on a similar mission and during his 
ahseiK-e E.lward .Tastier is attending to the work in 
the s<-i-retary’s ottU-e at the Xew Louisville Jis-key 
CIiili. 

Charles F. Grainger, president of the Xew Louis- 
ville JiK-ke.v Chill, aceonipanied by Colonel Winn, 
fodii.v visited the leading oltieials of the Louisville 
Railway Company and discusst-d plans for the han- 
dling of the large crowd expected at Churchill Downs 
on Derliy Day. Ma.v lo. The otlieials of the New 
Louisville JiK-ke.v CIuli exiieet that 20,«00 i«-rsons 
will take advantage of the fre«- field privilege and 
an attendanee <if neari.v 4().0ii0 is exp*-cted to wit- 
ness Waldo, Fighting Boh, Bo<-a Grande, Donau. Joe 
Morris and other turf stars tight it out for supremacy 
in the liiiie riiiiion event of the west. 

Trainer W. .K. Hopkins lias received two note- 
worthy additions to his stable at Clinreliill Downs. 
Dr. J. D. Xeet. the Versailles, K.v., breeder, slii|iped 
here, to lie trained l).v the fonm-r manager of Wai- 
deek Stud, the two-year-olds Con Came -and Busty 
Coat, two .vonngsters of unusual promise. Coil Came 
is a son of Ilnndsoiiie and St. I’linline. by St. Blaise, 
and is a stoutly Imilt chestnut eolt that was highl.v 
tried as a yearling last fall, and has lieeu entered 
li.v liis owner in the Bashford Manor Stakes. 

Rnst.v Coat is a racy-iiKiking ha.v till.v h.v Fitz 
Herbert’s sire, the great Ethelhert. and out of the 
giKxl rat-e mare. San Andres, hy St. Andrew. She 
has been noniin.-ited h.v her owner in the Debutante 
Stakes. In this two-year-old eolt and filly miieU 
interest is centered at the lo<-al tracks, as tln-lr 
owner has contriluited to the turf many stars. He 
had Hastings, the premier sire at A. Belmont’s 
Xitrser.v Farm: Plainilt. a Kentucky Derby wiiin»-r 
and sire of King James; Handsume, Ferrler, Hand- 
sel. Pentecost. Migraine, Clifton Forge, Gulden and 
lu-arl.v a score of other stake winners, and for years 
one of the lii-st recoiniiiendations a colt eonld have 
with many trainers was to say he was bred In tlie 
Kindergarten Stud. 

Capt. J. T. Williams has fiiiall.v decided on a name 
for his two-year-old half-lirother to the Derh.v favor- 
ite, Waldo, now in training in liis ham at 'Douglas 
Park. He has <-oiieluded to call the son of tiarry 
Herniann Governor Gray, in honor of Henr.v II. 
Gray, the lienti-iiant-governor of Alabama, wiio is 
the vet(-ran turfman's warm friend. 

Captain Williums has done little as yet with liis 
goiMl-louking eolt, but worked him a quarter in 2t!.l 
at Douglas I’ark Saturda.v. He is staki-il about as 
heavily as any two-.vear-old in training here, Isitii 
in the big events of this season and the three-year- 
old fixtures of Bill.

gill. who tilled the position last season in adilition 
to his duties as as.s«M-iate judge, will d*-vote his 
time exclusively to iilaeing the third and foiirtli 
horses at the finish of each race. C. J. Fitzgerald, 
the new presiding judge, who succeeds the late Clar- 
eiK-e McDowell, will iilai-e tlie first and s*-eoiid 
horses, as usual. He lias a quick eye. knows (he 
varioiis racing colors and is familiar with practically 
all of the horses in training. He is not required 
to fill any other |H*sition at the .Tockev Clidi’s traeks. 
and will therefore Ik- able to eoiicentnit*- his iitten- 
fioii on the running of the rae*-s from harrier to 
wire.
